This year the 
community centre has 
become a partner in the 
FareShare project. It 
works with Tesco and 
Greggs to provide free 
food for local people in 
genuine need. 

It has helped over 300 
people since September. 
The distribution days are 
Wednesday and Friday 
from 2pm until 4pm. 

Eileen said: “What 
we have achieved here is 
because of the 
commitment of the 
volunteers, and it could 
not have been done 
without the support of 
the community. 

“I would like to thank 
Jane Hutt, Alun Cairns 
and Pam Drake for all 
their support over the 


years. 

“I have made 
wonderful friends. I 
have also made one or 
two enemies and ruffled 
a few feathers!” 

Eileen has lived in 
Wales for 41 years and 
both her sons were born 
and live here. But now 
is the right time to return 
to Liverpool and hand 
over the reins to new 
centre manager Helen 
Jones who will start in 
early January. 

“I am looking 
forward to spending 
time with my family. We 
are a very close family 
and I have four sisters, a 
brother, aunts and uncles 
back in Liverpool.” 


A Barry man who 
suffers from a 
degenerative illness 
says more needs to 
be done to help 
people who use 
wheelchairs to get 
about on local 
pavements. 

Richard Enos, who 
lives on the Cwm Talwg 
estate off Pontypridd 
Road, told The GEM: 
“Since early 2015 I have 
been confined to a 
wheelchair - if that 
wasn't bad enough 
getting around is also a 


nightmare due to 
crumbling pavements 
and a lack of dropped 
kerbs.” 

Eor many years, 
Richard was in good 
health - he used to work 
as a mechanic - but 15 
years ago he noticed a 
deterioration in his 
physical abilities. 

“I had muscle loss in 
the arms and legs, in fact 
all over the body.” 

Eventually, he was 
diagnosed with Becker 
muscular dystrophy, a 
genetic disease in which 
muscle use declines. He 
was able to work until 


2006. 

He and his wife 
Pauhne have a Chrysler 
Voyager with a ramp 
which enables him to get 
out and about, such as 
down to the Knap. 

He also wants to keep 
as independent as 
possible in his electric 
wheelchair - that means 
being able to make it to 
the Cwm Talwg pub, his 
dentist on Porthkerry 
Road and GP at 
Highlight Park. 

“Sometimes I can be 
faced with a kerb drop of 
six inches, the maximum 
I can do is seven 
centimetres (2.7 
inches).” 

It often means he 
can’t take what should 
be the simplest route to a 
destination. 

“It takes me half an 
hour to get to the dentist 
because of the route I 
have to take.” 

Uneven pavements, 
sometimes caused by the 
roots of trees, are an 
obstacle too, and make 
for an unsteady ride. 

Last year he spoke to 
his local councillor 
Howard Hamilton, and 
recently he contacted 
Assembly Member Jane 
Hutt, who were both 
sympathetic and said 
they would get in touch 
with the Vale Council, 
but he has heard nothing 
back. 

“What is happening? 
Nothing has been done 


at all. I see the cycle 
path going up along the 
Port Road with dropped 
kerbs that don’t seem to 
go anywhere. What 
about the streets in 
Barry?” 

He emphasised that 
level pavements and 
dropped kerbs are of 
assistance to elderly 
people and young 
parents with pushchairs 
too. 

Richard says that 
when he was able- 
bodied and driving, he 
used to keep an eye out 
for potholes. Now, he 
looks to see whether an 
area has dropped kerbs. 

Jane Hutt told The 
GEM: “I raised this issue 
with the Vale Council 
and I understand that the 
area that Mr Enos has 
highlighted has been 
added to the council's list 
of sites to be assessed 
for dropped kerbs. 

“However, I 
understand that 
completing the work will 
depend on the 
availability of funding.” 

Coun Howard 
Hamilton, who has been 
in touch with council 
officials over the matter, 
added: “I will continue 
to support Mr Enos’s 
requests for the 
installation of dropped 
kerbs in his area and I 
also completely 
understand his 
frustration regarding his 
request.” 


Study into Dinas Powys 
traffic options launched 

THE decision to undertake a study into traffic 
management options to relieve the congestion 
in Dinas Powys has been welcomed by local 
Plaid Cymru councillors. 

Coun Keith Hatton said that it was helpful that 
Welsh Government officials were willing to support 
an investigation into transport issues in the village. 

He said, “We have to be realistic that this is only a 
slight movement however welcome. 

“The study will take into account the additional 
burdens imposed by the 10,000 additional houses 
approved in the Local Development Plan. 

Richard Grigg on behalf of Dinas Powys Plaid 
added: “This work should have been undertaken 
before the huge number of houses was approved by 
the planning department. There have been almost no 
improvements to the road system and if anything the 
trains are fuller than ever. It is shameful that more 
carriages are not put on to the existing trains. 

“However the public will want to know a great deal 
more detail in terms of time scale and the scope of any 
investigation.”

The sessions looked at 
ways in which you can 
monitor your heart beat, 
considered the link 
between heart rate and 
exercise, modelled the 
pathway that blood 
circulates through the 
heart and body, and 
explained the main 
reasons why. 

Pupils were then able 
to get hands on and 
dissect and analyse a 
lamb’s heart, learning 
about the important 
structures in the heart. 
Pupils also investigated 
an ox heart, drawing 
comparisons to their 
finding in the much 
smaller lamb’s heart. The 
pupils then used their 
findings and increased 
understanding to 
complete extended 
writing tasks back at 
their primary schools. 

Mr Buttigieg, who 
delivered the sessions, 
commented: “The 
sessions were successful, 
pupils were engaged, 
enthusiastic and 
progressed their 
understanding well. The 
dissection was a 
particular highlight and 
the pupils were amazed 
at the structures of the 
chambers and blood 
vessels.

VIEW FROM BEHIND 
AUCTIONEER’S GAVEL 


ON December 6, 
Ryan Beach, MD of 
Anthemion Auctions, 
spoke to Dinas Powys 
Probus Club about 
life as an auctioneer 
selling a wide range of 
items - ranging from 
furniture, jewellery, 
ceramics and art - to 
general collect¬ 
ables. 

After graduating with 
a degree in fine arts and 
chattels valuation, Ryan 
became a chartered 
surveyor (antiques) and 
opened his own auction 
rooms in Cardiff in 
1999. 

Since then, his firm 
have handled more than 
150,000 items, at 274 
sale events. 

Mr Beach said that he 
can never tell what will 
turn up in his sale room, 
and what prices might 
be achieved. 

Surprisingly, high 
prices usually happen 
when two bidders are 
fighting each other. 

A wooden tobacco jar, 
in only moderate 
condition, was predicted 
to sell for around 
£2,500, but was finally 
knocked down at 
£14,500. 

Current fashion also 
dictates prices. At the 
moment, brown 

domestic furniture is 
only selling at extremely 
low rates whereas, 
jewellery, silver and 
gold are rising in value. 

Mr Beach mentioned 
the case of a Georgian 
bookcase, sold some 
years ago for £35,000 
but which recently re¬ 
sold for £10. 

The world-wide use 
of the internet has had a 
huge effect on 
auctioneering. 

When Mr Beach 
publishes his catalogue 
of items in his next sale, 
he will commonly get 
enquires from all over 
the world. 

Both Russia and 
China now have very 
affluent collectors who 
are keen to see ceramics 
and the like returned to 
their original countries. 

During a sale, Ryan’s 
staff may be juggling 


bids via phones and on¬ 
line from all over the 
world, as well as bids 
from the room. 

This can lead to 
problems in securing 
payment when a foreign 
bidder will offer a sum 
of several million, 
usually when attending 
in person, in an attempt 
to demonstrate his 
supposed wealth, but 
once away from the UK, 
decline to complete the 
sale. 

Approximately only 
60 per cent of very large 
bids are actually 
honoured. 

Auctioneers in the 
International markets 
frequently now ask for 
up-front cash deposits 
before accepting a bid. 


Mr Beach is a fan of 
TV programmes and 
several times has 
appeared on Flog-it and 
similar shows several 
times. It can convince 
viewers that their pot on 
the windowsill is of 
great value because it 
looks like the one shown 
at a high value. 

Many, of course, are 
copies. Mr Beach has 
experience of such a 
case when a viewer 
would not be convinced 
that his plate was not of 
the Ming dynasty - until 
it was pointed out that 
on the under-side were 
the words ‘dishwasher 
safe’.

Remembering 
the lost 32 ... 


THE lives of 32 
young men from one 
Welsh parish who 
were killed on active 
service in the Great 
War have been 
brought to life in a 
special commem¬ 
orative book. 

As plans were being 
made to unveil a new 
memorial at All Saints’ 
Church in Penarth on 
Remembrance Sunday, 
November 13, it was 
discovered that one of 
the young soldiers had 
been killed on that exact 
date 100 years ago. 

This discovery 

sparked a decision to 
produce a 

commemorative book to 
accompany the 

dedication of the 

memorial. It was 
researched and written 
by parishioner Jane 

McLaughlin and called 

simply 32 - the number 
killed from the parish in 
World War One. Many 
family members of those 
in the book were traced 
and attended the 

dedication service. 

The book explains that 
these men who died had 
served in three services 
stretching across the 


world and were from all 
parts of society, ranging 
from wealthy to poor and 
from a lieutenant colonel 
to a private. 

Vicar of Penarth All 
Saints’, Canon Peter Cox 
said: “The discovery that 
one young soldier from 
All Saints’ Church, 
Penarth was killed on 
November 13, resulted in 
the production of this 
wonderful book and a 
really moving 

Remembrance Day 
service that engaged 
people from the whole 
community of the town. 

“There were some 
very special moments, 
including the naming of 
the ‘32’ by young people 
from Stanwell School 
and St Cyres School - 
most of the men who 
died were only a few 
years older than them. 

“A plaque to replace 
one destroyed by fire in 
1926 and another by 
aerial bombardment in 
1941 has been placed in 
All Saints’ as a 
memorial.” 

The idea for the book 
came from parishioner 
Len Smart and the 
graphics were by Tom 
Crooks.

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Is lack of maintenance 
behind road flooding 
along Penarth Road'? 


A ‘LACK of 
maintenance’ work 
‘might have 

contributed to 
serious flooding 
along Penarth 
Road last month,’ 
the Penarth branch 
of Plaid Cymru has 
suggested. 

This follows 
concerns that the 
highway was 
obstructed and 
thousands of motorists 
inconvenienced by late 
November rains. 

De-silting work is 
being carried out by the 


Vale Council to 
alleviate problems 
locally. 

David Wilton, on 
behalf of Plaid, said: 
“We all recognised that 
the heavy persistent rain 
was a challenge, but we 
fear that not enough is 
being done to reduce 
the flood risk in the 
future.” 

Mr Wilton said the 
Vale Council is aware 
of a suspect culvert 
along Penarth Road in 
the vicinity of 
Llandough Hill. 

“We acknowledge 
that basic de-silting 


work is being 
undertaken but this 
really should be normal 
maintenance.” 

Plaid says the 
condition and the 
capacity of the pipe 
work is unknown and 
there appears to be 
some problem with 
privately-owned 
culverts. 

Richard Grigg, chair 
of Dinas Powys Plaid 
Cymru, said: “The 
traffic queues stretched 
for miles, partly due to 
the Penarth Road 
flooding. 

“Apparently, the 
money allocated is 
around £20,000 but this 
might not be adequate if 
further problems 
emerge. 

“This is a major route 
into south Cardiff and 
must be more resilient 
in time of bad weather. 
Plaid is pressing the 
Vale to ensure that 
everything is done to 
speed up any action 
required.” 

Coun Peter King, 
cabinet member for 
highways, said: “The 
Penarth Road area has 
been identified as at 
risk offloading, with a 
history of being affected 
by standing water 
during extreme rainfall. 

“The highway 


drainage network is 
currently operating at a 
reduced capacity and 
during extreme rainfall, 
as on Monday 
November 21, flooding 
can occur. 

“The council is 
currently surveying the 
water and drainage 
system serving the area 
to establish its form and 
ownership. 

“As part of this 
investigation, the 
culvert is being 
cleansed to ensure 
optimal performance 
and to identify any 
defects that need 
attention. 

“Once the survey is 
concluded, an 
assessment will be 
undertaken to confirm 
the capacity of the 
system and determine 
the flood risk to the 
highway and 
surrounding premises. 

“The Vale Council 
takes a risk-based 
approach to managing 
flood risk across the 
county, in line with the 
Local Flood Risk 
Management Strategy; 
and, where appropriate, 
will seek funding to 
promote schemes to 
manage flood risk,” 
Coun King added.

SOME people have 
been getting 
confused at the 
junction on Barry 
Island where 
Harbour Road, 
Station Approach 
Road and Paget 
Road all meet. 

Cones have been 
placed at the junction 
and a temporary traffic 
light system installed. 

One Barry resident 
told The GEM: “I pick 
up my granddaughter 
from Barry Island 
Primary School and then 
come under the railway 
bridge to the junction. 

“It is unclear as to 
whether drivers are 
meant to go round the 
mini-roundabout or turn 
left, go past the train 
station and go round the 
Pleasure Park to make 
their way back to Barry 
town.” 

When The GEM 
visited the area on 
Monday morning, one 
man drove under the 
bridge from Plymouth 
Road and took an 
immediate right to 
Harbour Road without 
even bothering with the 
mini-roundabout. 

A Vale Council 
spokesperson said: “The 
works at Cosy Comer 
are being carried out by 
the Waterfront developer 
to install a new traffic 
signal junction to 
complete the Waterfront 
link road. 


“The temporary 
traffic signals on site are 
necessary to safely 
control traffic 
movements through the 
junction during this 
work. 

“The temporary 
traffic signal and 
signage generally 
comply with Chapter 8 
of Traffic Signs Manual 
and are being monitored 
by both the contractor 
and highway officers 
from the council. 

“The council is 
liaising with the 
Waterfront developer to 
open the Waterfront link 
road to two-way traffic 
from the end of this 
week. 

“Highways officers 
have recently visited the 
site to review and 
discuss the temporary 
traffic arrangements in 
order to ensure that the 
traffic management is 
safe and adequate for 
two-way traffic use.” 

He added: “This is 
the final stage to open 
up Waterfront Link 
Road to two-way traffic 
between Barry and 
Barry Island and will 
hopefully make 
travelling between the 
two destinations 
significantly easier for 
both residents and 
visitors alike.”

and reduce her bill, in 
accordance with the 
number of bedrooms she 
had. 

The caller had 
requested a fee of £69 to 
undertake the work, but 
the resident refused to 
pay. ‘Tracey’ had 
provided a telephone 
number of0843 289 1039 
and when this number 
was searched online, it 
would appear that others 
have received similar 
calls. 

Coun Gwyn John of 
Llantwit Major, chair of 


Shared Regulatory 
Services, said: “We have 
recently joined the 
Friends Against Scams 
campaign and promoted 
National Safeguarding 
week in mid-November, 
which demonstrates our 
absolute commitment to 
protecting our residents 
from fraudulent calls like 
these. 

“We are particularly 
thankful to those 
residents that have called 
to report these scams, as 
they allow us to help 
others.

Network targets 
high-achieving 
Welsh students 


AROUND 350 pupils 
from schools and 
colleges across the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
have been selected for 
an initiative to 
encourage Wales’ 
brightest students to 
apply for places at the 
UK’s top universities. 

The high-achieving 
students, from Barry

The Barry Island New Year’s Day swim is 
not for the faint-hearted, but because 
many will be doing it to raise funds for the 
charity Headway, it is for the big hearted. 

Not so long ago, Judith Dutton, then a triathlete, 
would have been on the beach with the best and 
bravest of them, waiting to swim in the chilly waters, 
or at other times of the year acting as a lifeguard 
keeping holidaymakers safe. 

However, in 2012 when she was 49, she 
experienced an ‘acquired brain injury’ (ABI). 

Abruptly, her life changed forever. 

An ABI can include a brain injury that has 
occurred since birth, as well as tumours, strokes, 
brain haemorrhages and encephalitis. 

Its counterpart is the traumatic brain injury, or 
TBI. As its name suggests, it is an injury to the brain 
caused by a trauma to the head (head injury). There 
are many possible causes, including road traffic 
accidents, assaults, falls and accidents at home or 
work. 

Judith told The GEM what happened to her. 

“I went to bed one night in 2012, with a headache, 
having just booked a holiday to Australia to see my 
son and then... 

“My next memory was some six weeks later.” 

She had had a massive brain haemorrhage - the 
‘acquired brain injury’. 

Judith, who now has some difficulties with her 
speech, balance and walking, uses the services of 
Headway, the brain injury association and a 
registered charity. 

Brain injury is often a hidden injury or disability, 
and can affect every aspect of life - walking, talking, 
thinking and feeling - and the losses can be severe 
and permanent. It can mean losing both the life once

lived and the person one once was. 

She describes Headway, however, as a family to 
which she belongs and “...a real lifeline”. 

Judith picks up the story: “Before my injury I was 
a fit and active person. Things have changed a lot, 
but the love and companionship I get from 
thepeople, activities and groups I access at Headway 
are wonderful. 


“I try to go there once a week for the activity 
sessions or to go to lunch with my friends. 

“We’re all miracles, you know.” said Judith of 
herself and others that have endured and survived 
brain injuries. 

She told The GEM that Rob Salter will be 
donating all the proceeds from the revellers and 
swimmers to the charity, which has some 120 local 
support groups around the country - including one in 
Bridgend and one in Cardiff - supporting the 
estimated one-in-64 people in the UK with a brain 
injury. 

Kind-hearted and thinking of others before herself 
as ever, Judith said: “I had the chance to do lots of 
things (before my ABI). It’s the young folk that 
acquire a brain injury I feel for most.” 

Judith is still active, and in the case of the New 
Year’s Day swim, that means working to raise 
money for Headway. 

Headway fundraiser Gill Peace said: “This is a 
great opportunity to raise funds for our community 
based services across south east Wales. 

“We are also grateful to the Barry Island Swim 
organisers for the chance to make more people aware 
of the impacts of brain injury.”

What to do if you smell gas... 


AS Christmas nears, Wales & West 
Utilities are reminding people 
across the area of steps to take if 
they smell gas during the holiday 
season. 

Head of emergency service, Clive 
Book, said: “If you smell gas, or are 
worried about gas safety, you can call 
0800 111 999 at any time, day or night, 
365 days a year. The call is free. Just 
pick up the phone, dial the number and 
you will be put through to a trained 
operator, who will take all the details 
and send an emergency engineer to 
help you.” 

He explained that all calls to the 
National Gas Emergency Service are 
recorded and may be monitored, and 


advised: “If you smell gas, call free on 
0800 111 999 and turn off the gas at 
the meter, unless the meter is located in 
a cellar or basement - in which case, 
do not enter. 

“If there is a smell of gas in the 
cellar or basement, evacuate the 
building immediately; put out all 
naked flames, don’t smoke or strike 
matches; turn off all gas appliances 
and do not use again until they are 
checked by the engineer. 

“Do not operate any electrical 
appliances or turn any switches on or 
off; open doors and windows to 
ventilate the property; evacuate the 
building as soon as you can and keep 
people away from the area.”

W HEN a 

person dies, 
someone, 
usually a family 
member, has the 
responsibility of 
dealing with that 
person’s estate. 

This may include 
establishing what assets 
and liabilities that person 
had and working out 
whether a ‘Grant of 
Probate’ will be needed 
to administer the estate. 

This is a daunting 
task under normal 
circumstances, but for 
many people may feel a 
great deal more 
burdensome mixed with 
feelings of grief and 
distress.

Once all funds have 
been collected in and all 
commitments have been 
paid, the personal 
representative may 
distribute the estate to 
the beneficiaries, as set 
out in the will - or if no 
will, then in accordance 
with the rules of 
intestacy, which are a set 
of mles setting out who 
is to benefit. 

The personal 
representative may also 
have to deal with the 
payment of inheritance 
tax, if the estate exceeds 
the current threshold. 

Other responsibilities 
may include defending a 
claim against the estate, 
should this arise.

Caring Jan nominated 
for top national award 


A MOTHER who 
created her own 
support group after 
she contracted a 
rare condition 
which caused her 
brain to outgrow 
her skull has been 
shortlisted for a 
national award. 

Jan Hampson, 53, 
from Dinas Powys, is one 
of just three people from 
across the UK to be 
named a finalist for the 
Alex Richardson 

Achiever of the Year 
award - sponsored by 
Slater & Gordon 
Lawyers. 

The accolade will be 
presented at a ceremony 
organised by Headway - 
the brain injury 
association - in the 
Dorchester Hotel in 
London tomorrow 
(Friday, December 16). 

In 2011, Jan was 
diagnosed with a brain 
malformation, which if 
left unchecked, could 
have resulted in 
paralysis. She underwent 
surgery to remove part of 
the skull to alleviate the 
condition and spent 
nearly eight weeks in 
hospital before she 
embarked upon a slow, 
uphill journey to 
recovery. 

Despite feeling she 
had lost almost 
everything that she 
enjoyed from her 
previous lifestyle she 
refused to give up and 
with the help of 
Headway Cardiff, she 
rebuilt her life. 


Jan said: “I had a very 
active and rewarding 
outgoing lifestyle before 
the operation. I loved 
cycling, rock climbing, 
caving, scuba diving, sea 
kayaking and 

motorcycling - among 
other things - these took 
up almost every minute 
of my spare time. “ 

“My life has changed 
and it has devastated my 
family’s life, and 
changed it forever. We 
make the best of things; I 
am still here and we do 
what we can.” 

Jan was nominated by 
Headway Cardiff for her 
work setting up a social 
group called Brainy 
Friends. 

Jan said: “I felt there 
was room for more social 
occasions in addition to 
those provided by 
Headway Cardiff, and it 
seemed like a good way 
to spend time with the 
new friends I had made 
there. 

“I know of our daily 
struggles and that it can 
be very isolating, so 
when we are together we 
can be ourselves without 
being judged.” 

Jan said she was 
shocked to be shortlisted 
for the award. She said: 
“It’s a real honour and 
I’m gobsmacked to be 
honest. I just love doing 
it and seeing my friends 
having so much fun 
makes me so happy.” 

Jan was nominated by 
Headway Cardiff’s chief 
executive, Rebecca 
Pearce. 

She said: “When you 
get to know Jan, you 


realise that if you were to 
pick a friend, she is 
exactly the sort of friend 
you would want - very 
plain speaking and 
honest, she tells you how 
it really is, and is also 
incredibly loyal and 
caring.” 

Each year, the 
Headway Annual Awards 
celebrate the exceptional 
efforts of survivors of 
brain injury and their 
carers. 

Jan will discover if she 
is to be named Alex 
Richardson Achiever of 
the Year at a ceremony in 
London, on Friday, 
December 16.

News from the Fonmon 
Apiary by Harold Williams

A lthough 

my visits to 
the apiary 
are not as frequent 
now, and internal 
inspections have 
ceased so as not to 
cause undue 
disturbance to the 
colonies that are 
supposedly settling 
down for winter, 
thanks to the mild 
conditions all of the 
colonies are still 
very active. 

Eoragers can be 
observed returning with 
pollen in abundance. 
Theoretically each 
colony should now be in 
a cluster (ball) and 
remain so until the 
spring of the next year. 

This cluster is a 
survival tactic, very little 
in the way of food is 
required and movement 
is undertaken only to 
access stored food or to 
better control the 
internal temperature of 
the hive. 

Activity is related to 
food consumption, so 
the less the activity, the 
longer the stored food 
supply should last. 

Eor some years now 
we have had winters that 
have been mild, with 
some wet days and some 
dry days. 

Breezing 

temperatures have not 
lasted long and with 
temperatures as they are 
now in the ‘teens ie 10 
to 12 centigrade, the 
bees have sallied forth in 
search of what they must 
assume to be spring 
blossoms to exploit. 

As we are aware, 
there are some blooms in 
existence that should not 
be; what little there is, 
cannot support an active 
colony, so they do rely 
on the in-house stores - 
bringing us full circle to 
the link between activity 
and food. 

To further complicate 
the situation, thanks to 
the mild winters, we 
have queens still laying 
when they should have 
ceased to do so a couple 
of months back. As a 
result, we now have 
larvae that require 
sustenance, ie food! 

So, instead of a 
colony settled for winter 
we have a colony 
responding to the current 
conditions and 
remaining active. 

All very confusing, I 
know, but remember - it 
is the weather that 
dominates the bees’ 
world. 

Will the changing 
weather patterns bring 


about a change to our 
established beekeeping 
activities? 

Who knows? It is 
incumbent upon the 
beekeeper to keep a 
closer watch than normal 
throughout the so-called 
winter months. Colony 
losses, due to prolonged 
harsh weather, were 
once the main worry. 


Losses now will be due 
to lack of sufficient food 
resources. 

We do, of course, still 
have the varroa problem 
to contend with and, as 
they live in very close 
harmony with the bees, a 
laying queen means 
larvae. This in its turn 
provides a breeding site 
for varroa. 


‘Move to a proper Welsh 
Parliament is long 
overdue' - Tory leader 


CALLS for the National 
Assembly’s name to be changed 
are ‘long overdue, but welcome’ 
according to Welsh Conservative 
Leader, Andrew RT Davies. 

On December 8, the Presiding 
Officer launched a consultation asking 
the people of Wales how its name 
could be changed to reflect its role and 
increased responsibilities. 

Mr Davies first called for the 
Assembly’s name to be changed in 
2012, in a piece for The Guardian. 

The South Wales Central regional 
AM has long called for the Assembly 
to be a ‘proper Welsh Parliament’, not 
least because it would strengthen the 
distinction between the legislature and 
executive and boost public awareness 
of where accountability lies. 

Mr Davies said: “The time has come 


for Wales's devolved institution to lose 
the ‘Assembly’ tag and brand itself as a 
proper Welsh Parliament - 
strengthening the distinction between 
legislature and executive, while giving 
it the accolade the people of Wales 
afforded it in the 2011 referendum. 

“The process for this to happen is 
very simple. One small amendment to 
the Government of Wales Act 2006 
would be all that needs to change the 
National Assembly for Wales into the 
Welsh Parliament. 

“No expensive rebrand, no new 
buildings, no new protocol - but what 
a statement it would be!”

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Meet schoolboy Mack (11) 
a fast-rising star baker! 



A PORTHCAWL boy is back 
home after coming close to TV 
glory in the popular CBeebie 
show, Junior Bake Off. 

Mack Jenkins is 11 and goes to 
West Park Primary, but he has amazed 
his family with his interest in baking - 
and with his ability too. 

Mack’s father Daymian told The 
GEM: “He first took an interest when 
he was three or four. A neighbour he 
called Auntie Eirwen used to do a lot 
of baking and he would go along and 
help her.” 

Soon after, the family moved to 
Australia. They stayed there for six 
years and Mack’s interest in baking 
continued throughout that time. He 
was a regular, asking questions in a 
local bakery, and would bake his own 
cakes and sell them too. 

Mack has a twin brother, Archie, 
and a 13-year-old sister, Scarlett, and 
neither has any interest in baking. 

They enjoy his cakes, of course, as do 
some lucky schoolchildren in Cardiff. 

Daymian explained: “My wife 
Eleanor teaches in the Bishop of 
Llandaff School, and takes Mack’s 
cakes to school as a treat for her 
pupils.” 

When Mack headed off to his heat 
in the Bake Off, with his mum as 
chaperone, they discovered a set that 
was almost identical to the adult 
show, and they found that the chief 
judge was Nadiya Hussain - the 2015 
Adult Bake Off winner. 

They found the competition was 
quite keen too. Mack started in fine 
style, winning the technical challenge 
with an Anzac biscuit, similar to those 
baked for the Australian and New 
Zealand Army Corps (ANZAC) in 
WWI. 

This was Mack’s own idea, and 
came from the family’s time in 
Australia. Mack explained: “An 
Anzac cake is very popular there, and 
I adapted the ingredients to make a 


biscuit.” 

Judging by those ingredients, it 
sounds a fantastic creation, using 
coconut and golden syrup, macadamia 
nuts, and two different layers, one of 
vanilla butter cream, and one of 
passion fruit coulis. 

Daymian said: “When the 
presenters spotted that he was Mack, 
and I was Daymian, they thought the 
‘macadamia’ nuts were very funny.” 

The Anzac biscuit was a great 
success, and Mack was top baker in 
the technical challenge. However, the 
standard was high and sadly he was 
beaten and didn’t move on in the 
competition. 

He’s back home now and still busy 
in the kitchen. Eor fun. Mack also 
cooks two or three evening meals for 
the family, something that will make 
plenty of parents envious. 

Daymian said: “Despite his obvious 
interest. Mack says that cooking and 
baking is just for fun and he doesn't 
want to make a career of it.” 

The GEM met Mack at SUSSED, 
in James Street, Porthcawl, which was 
holding its own ‘Bake Off Challenge’. 

Mack entered a simple Victoria 
sponge - which was light as a feather 
- and he took first prize in his age 
group (under-16). 

Taking first prize in the over-16 age 
group was Nathan Barrett, a teacher at 
Nottage Primary School, who stressed 
that the children in the school had 
baked them with him, together with 
his teaching assistant. Miss Taylor, so 
it was very much a team effort. 

Einally, Mack .Jenkins is bringing 
his cooking skills to SUSSED on the 
third Saturday of each month, to give 
local residents a chance to try some of 
his creations.

College helps put 
young on track for 
life in the forces 



A college in Bridgend 
prepares young people for life 
in the Armed Forces and in 
Civvy Street. 

The Military Preparation College 
(MPCT) has 50 young people on its 
books ranging in age from 14 to 19. 
The 14-to-16 year olds come in by 
arrangement with their schools, while 
many of the older ones are hoping to 
join the Armed Eorces or have 
already applied. 

Area operations manager, Ian Shaw 
told AM Suzy Davies that those 
waiting to go to the Army, Royal 
Navy, Royal Marines or Royal Air 
Eorce attend full-time, while the 
younger ones attend part-time. 

Mrs Davies, a Welsh Conservative 
regional AM, said: “I was very 
impressed with the quality of the 
training offered to these young 
people. 

“Many of them have had a difficult 
start in life and a lot did not get on in 
school. 

“This college works with them to 
improve their basic literacy and other 
skills as well as improving their 
physical fitness.” 

She was pleased that those 
youngsters who fail to get accepted 
into the military, or who realise that 
the life is not for them, are helped to 
find a different career path either by 
getting into work, or into further 
education. 


Several youngsters, she noted: 
“Now intend to join the police force, 
which also demands physical fitness.” 

The MPCT uses fitness facilities at 
Bridgend Life Centre and Bridgend 
YMCA, and all students undertake a 
Level 1 BTEc in public services. 

Ian Shaw said that the MPCT, 
which operates nationally, was set up 
in 1999 and while it is independent of 
the Armed Eorces, its aim is to instil 
the core values of British Army. Its 
instmctors are ex-military, and it 
enjoys close links with all branches of 
the services. 

MPCT operates throughout Wales 
and England and has helped 2,400 
youngsters get into the Armed Eorces 
and another 6,000 into civilian roles. 

It operates at 21 Welsh locations 
while the college at Bridgend opened 
about seven years ago. 

Mrs Davies added: “It was great to 
chat to these young people. Many 
have a burning desire to join the 
Armed Eorces - while others are 
being helped with literacy, numeracy 
and other basic skills as they would 
appear to have fallen through the net 
as far as ‘conventional education 
provision is concerned. 

“Whichever way they go in life, I 
am sure that MPCT sends them out 
into the world better equipped with 
skills and confidence in themselves 
than they had when they first started.”

BONANZA BOY, 1989 


MARTIN PIPE’S Bonanza 
Boy made Welsh Grand 
National history in 1989 by 
becoming the first dual 
winner to win in successive 
years. 

The last dual winner Limonali, 
trained by the Vale’s Posy Lewis, 
won in 1959 and 1961, while 
three times winner Lacatoi had 
been successful in 1935,1937 and 
1939 when the race had been held 
at Cardiff’s Ely Racecourse, 
which closed in 1939. 

The only other dual winners - 
Razorbill had won in 1908 and 
1911 and Miss Balscadden in 
1926 and 1928 - had to wait three 
and two years respectively before 
winning the race a second time 
and that was when the race was 
held at Cardiff. 


Backers of Bonanza Boy, who 
started a 15/8 favourite, must 
have been a little bit worried 
when on the first circuit he could 
be seen scratching along in mid¬ 
division as Stearsby and Remedy 
The Malady led the field a merry 
dance on ground that could only 
be described as stamina sapping. 

However, Bonanza Boy’s 
jockey, Peter Scudamore, whose 
motto was ‘never say die’ didn’t 
give up the chase and gradually 
eased his way to the leaders. 

Six fences from the finish, 
disaster nearly struck as Bonanza 
Boy, who was not much bigger 
than a polo pony, was badly 
hampered by the fall of Remedy 
The Malady which caused him to 
swerve and lose six or seven 
lengths. 

Undeterred, Bonanza Boy 


galloped on through the mud and 
taking the lead approaching the 
fourth last fence, he went on to 
win by 15 lengths from Cool 
Ground who beat Charter 
Hardware by half-a-length for 
second place. Ghofar finished 
fourth. 

Little Polvier, who 10 months 
earlier, had won the Aintree 
National, looked as though he 
needed the race and struggled 
home in seventh and last place. 

Cool Ground under Luke 
Harvey went on to win the race in 
1990.
